Some $17,500,000 worth of British India 
3}¢ per cent stock was recently offered for 
sale in the London market. About 71 per 
cent of it was sold yesterday at a premium 
of 33-5 per cent, and as high-as K per cent 
premium was offered for portions of it. The 
London Financier, discussing the price paid 
for the India stock in connection with the 
refunding measure now pending in Congress, 
thinks that bunds of the United States at 
3}4 per cent can be easily floated, the British 
organ thinking that the credit of the United 
States is at least as good as that of India. 
Most Americans, and for that matter most 
persons of good sense, think that the credit 
of the United States is better than that of 
India, and ought to be as good as that 
of Great Britain dt least, and that our 
bonds bearing 3 per cent interest ought 
to fetch as high a price as the In- 
dia bonds bearing 3% per cent. The 
London Times inclines to this opinion, and 
adds that the financial condition of the United 
States may well excite the envy of the 
world, and that the demand for safe invest- 
ments will greatly aid Secretary Sherman in 
refunding the United States debt. 


SENATOR TELLEK introduced a bill into 
the Senate yesterday providing for a fair and 
free election, and which if passed into law 
will do away with much of the fraudulent 
election practices of the Southern Democratic 
bulldozers. The bill provides (1) that all bal- 
lots for Congressmen shall be printed on plain 
white paper of a certain dimension; (2) that 
the ballot-box be exposed to public view; (3) 
that each Congressional candidate shall have 
the privilege of naming one person who shall 
have an opportunity to watch the proceed- 
ings of the election officers from the time the 
polls are opened till the ballots are counted; 
(4) that the election officers are to commence 
counting the votes immediately on the close 
of the polls, and are not to separate till all 
the votes are counted. By the bill crowding 
around the polls is made a penal offense, and 
heavy penalties are attached to all violations 
of the law. 


THe London Morning Post says that the 
Duke of Argyll, the Marquis of Hartington, 
Lord Selborne, and Mr. Forster will retire 
from the British Cabinet if coercive measures 
for Ireland are not introduced early in the 
next session of Parliament. Mr. Bright, Mr. 
Chamberlain, Earl Spencer, and Earl Um- 
berly will withdraw if such measures are 
introduced. The same paper says that Earl 
Cowper threatens to retire from the Irish 
Viceroyalty unless Parliament confers on 
him additional powers. 


CoNGRESSMAN Buc KNER introduced a bill 
into Congress providing for the refunding of 
the 5 and 6 per cent bonds, which become re- 
| deemable next year, at a rate of interest not 
to exceed 4 per cent and in denominations of 
not less than $10. Itis proposed by the bill 
that of the. $600,000,000 worth of bonds to be 
issued not more than $60,000,000 shall become 
due in any one year. One section of the bill 
also provides that not more than $100,000,000 
in coin shall be retained in the Treasury. 


GOTTLIEB STROEBBLE, the engineer of the 
engine which passed over and killed Mr. 
Fanning, Superintendent of the Kirkwood 
Branch of the Missouri Pacific Railroad, at 
Carondelet, Mo., Tuesday, and his fireman, 
were arrested yesterday on the charge of 
murder. Mr. Fanning, for some reason, was 
unpopular with his men, and there are those 
who claim that Stroebble maliciously neg- 
lected to reverse his engine so as to save the 
man’s life. 


Bisnorps SPALDING and Ireland spoke to 
a large audience of Irish Catholics in this 
city last evening, urging that Irishmen 
should leave the cities and settle on farms 
in country. The right-reverend gentle- 

en held that the Irish people in this coun- 
try had not progressed as they ought to have 
done, because they flocked to the cities.

Wasurneton, D. b. tee be The b bill in- 
troduced by Senator Teller to-day, and re- 
ferred to the Senate Judiciary Committee, 
providing checks against frauds in the elec- 
tion ot members of Congress, is aimed direct- 
ly at the South Carolina method of casting 
tissue-ballots. It requires that all ballots 
shall be prin upon plain white paper, 
not less than six inches nor more than eight 
in length. Baliot-boxés are to be so placed 
that all voters can sees them plainly, 
and the candidate of each political 
party is to have the right of naming 
one spectator who shall be present with 
the officers of election when the votes 
are cast. The votes are to be counted and 
retutns made out before the election officers 
separate on the evening of the election day. 
Crowding about the polls so as to obstruct 
the approach of voters is made a penal 
offense. Heavy penalties, both of fines and 
imprisonment, are fixed for thé violation of 
any of the provisions of the measure by 
election officers, This measure has deen 
examined and approved by some of the ablest 
lawyers in the Senate. 

FURTHER FEATURES. 
To the Western Associated Press, 

WasHtneror, D. C., Dec. 8.—A bill intro- 
duced in the Senate by Mr. Teller provides 
that no ballot for Representative shal! be of- 
fered or reeeived at polling-places unless 
written or printed upon a piece of plain 
white paper not lesa than six nor more than 
eight inches in length, and not less than 
three nor more than four inches in width. It 
is made the duty of eiection officers to see 
that the ballot-boxes used are placed in plain 
view of each voter when his ballot is depos- 
ited; each ballot shall be deposited in a bal- 
lot-box by the proper officer, in the presence 
of the voter, except where under the State 
law the voter is permitted to deposit his own 
ballot in the box. The bill prohibits 
voters from depositing more than one 
vote, or by any trick or artifice attempting to 
deposit any ballot not lawfully voted by a 
legal elector. It also directs that, immedi- 
ately after the close of the polls, the proper 
officers shall, without delay or adjournment, 
and without separating, proceed to canvass 
the votes cast. and declare the result. It also 
provides that the candidate for Representa- 
tive of each political party may designate 
one persoh as a withess, and such person 
shall have aright to be presentin the room 
with the election officers from thé opening of 
the election until the canvass is completed, 
and the result declared. All State laws and 
regulations concerning such elections shall be 
enforced, except so far as they conflict with 
the provisions of the bill. The bill makes 
violation of this law a felony, punishable 
with a fine of not less than $500 nor more 
than $5,000, or by-imprisonment of not less 
than six months nor more than five years, or 
both fine and imprisonment, at the discretion 
of, the Court.

THE OUTFLOW OF GOLD TO THE INTERIOR, 
to which we have often referred, had not ceased.

HOW HE FEELS TOWARD GOV. FOSTER. 
Jo the Western Associated Press. 

New York, Dec. 8.—The Tribune to-morrow 
will publish the following: Secretary Sherman 
was found at tae Fifth Avenue Hotel yesterday 
by a Tribune reporter, who asked him about the 
struggie for the Senatorship, and about the 
alleged troubles between himself and Gov.

CIVIL-SERVICE REFORM. 
. PORMAL ORGANIZATION. 

New York, Dec. 8.—Ata meeting of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the Civil-Service Reform 
Association, formal organization was com- 
pleted by the election of Everett P. Wheeler as 
permanent Chairman of the Executive Commit- 
tee, the adoption of by-laws, and the appoint- 
ment of a special committee on legislation, with 
a view to urging on Congress the passage of 
measures favoring the reform of ~the 
Civil Service.

THE SEASON IN NEW YORK. 

New Yorn, Dec. 8.—The present season of 
Italian opera at the Academy of Music will close 
with the Christmas matinée. In speaking 
of the results of the season thus far, and 
the plans of the management for the 
future, Mr. Croft, the business manager, yester- 
day said: Our season has been more success- 
fui than any previous one.

New York, Dec. 8.—Estimates tor laying the 
two new Atlantic cables, to be operated when 
laid in connection with the land lines of the 
American Union Telegraph Company, have been 
received from Siemens & Co., the English cable 
contractors. They agree to complete the two 
cables for something less than 21,500,000. 

Siemens & Co. laid the new French cable within 
seven months from the date of the formation of 
the Company, and it is expected that they would 
be able to complete the proposed cables in a 
still shorter period. All the ocean cables laid 
by this firm are now working. 

The Anglo-American Company has three 
cables in operation, in addition to the Erlanger 
or Anglo-French cabie which it manages. Of 
tne cables laid by the Company, that laid in 1965 
was broken March II. 1874, and finally aban- 
doned Feb. 1, 1878; at laid in 1866 
was broxen Jan. 13, 1877, and abandoned July 
27, 1878. The latter cable, except the shore ends,

. Key has celebrated the last days of 
his bossship by appearing before a Legislative 
Committee and giving his views on municipal 
reform.

Britisa Collum is still a thorn in the 
side of the Dominion Government. By the 
terms of the Confederation between the Prov- 
ince and the Dominion, the General Govern- 
ment agreed to push to a speedy completion 
a railway from the Pacific towards the Rocky 
Mountains. It further bound itself, by a 
later agreement, to builda branch on Van- 
couver Island, from Esquimault to Nanai- 
mo, about seventy miles in all. The latter 
stipulation was recognized by the Home Gov- 
ernment as a vital part of the compact, and 
agreed to formally by both parties in this 
country. Yet the Dominion Government has 
totally failed to comply with the condition. 
It now shows an intention to abandon - this 
branch entirely, having lately removed the 
rails which had been sent forward for the 
work on Vancouver Island, and omitted 
the line from Esquimault to Nanai- 
mo from its new syndicate arrange- 
ments. In view of these proceedings 
the inhabitants of Vancouver Island have 
drawn up a very energetic protest, which is 
circulated in printed form, significantly 
enough, through the newspaper-offices of the 
United States. The Vancouverites say that 
they would rather be placed in the samę po- 
sition to the British Crowge as Newfound- 
land than remain a part of the Dominion 
without the fulfillment of the terms of Con- 
federation. But it is evident they would 
rather join their fortunes with those of the 
United States than be reduced to a choice 
between the Dominion and the condition of 
Newfoundland. Vancouver Island and Brit- 
ish Columbia would be valdable acquisitions. 
to the United States. The Province is more 
han self-supporting. Parts of it are very 
fertile. There is an excellent harbor on Van- 
couver Island which the United States would 
not object to haying, and the coal there 
would be convenient for the Pacific Coast

THE ILLINOIS SHIP-CANAL. 

There is one thing to which the people of 
Chicago and Illinois, and indeed all people 
in the West who are interested in the trans- 
portation question, may as well make up 
their minds—viz.: that there is no prospect 
that the United States Government, through 
Congress, will take any steps toward the 
construction of a ship-canal connecting the 
lakes and the Mississippi River until the State 
of Illinois shall have invested the title and 
control of the Lilinois & Michigan Canal 
in the General Government. Now that 
the ice has been broken the improvement 
of the Ulinois River will probably be repre- 
sented annually in the River and Harbor bill 
to a small extent as compared witiz the 
bounties bestowed upon nameless creeks 
and mountain streams, but the eanal scheme 
proper will receive no recognition at the 
hands of Congress until the State of IIlinois 
shall have divested itself of the exclusive 
property right which was emphatically 
asserted in the new constitutional provision 
which prohibits the selling or leasing of the 
canal. The Illinois Legislature must be 
generous and give away the canal; 
and this generosity, however selfish it may 
be, must be manifested before Congress will 
evince any disposition to foster the scheme 
Of a ship-canal. It is useless to urge in ad- 
vance the historie value that attaches to the 
undertaking or the obvious advantages that 
would result to commerce if Congress, 
which has so many demands upon it from 
all sections of the country for the improve- 
ment of waterways, chooses to maintain that 
the United States Government would be a 
trespasser under the present condition if it 
should undertake to widen and deepen a 
canal to which the State of Illinois claims 
some ownership. The first step, then, in 
the direction of a ship-canal between 
the lakes and the Mississippi, utilizing the 
Chicago River, the Illinois & Michigan 
Canal, and the IIIInois River, is the transfer 
of the canal to the General Government. 
This transfer may be made conditionally to 
begin with, but the overture in eny case 
must come from the State. 

There is another condition precedent to the 
construction of the proposed canal. The 
Illinois delegation must present a solid front 
in demanding the improvement. Subsidy, 
like kissing, goes by favor, whether it is 
lumped in the River and Harbor 
bill, or has the distinction, or 
rather the notoriety, of a separate 
measure. The influence of geographical 
boundaries or imaginary lines is nowhere 
more important than in the partition of 
Government funds. The merit of the Ilinois 
ship-canal does not count for nearly so 


titudeof a State delegation which is pre- 
pared to expose and resist every other pro- 
posed improvement so long as its own 
scheme shall be neglected. This is practical 
politics. Unfortunately, there is no promise 
of a unanimous effort on the part of the Illl- 
nois delegation so long as the members from 
Egypt shall be bound up in Bourbon traditions 
and shall regard St. Louis, instead of Chi- 
cago, as the metropolis of their State. Be- 
fore these gentlemen can be converted, it 
may be necessary to make Congressional con- 
tests a sort of local struggle. Such men as 
Sparks and Townshend must be chastened 
by defeat until there shall be something Hke 
a State pride to back up the Nationa! import 
of the canal project. itis hard to conceive 
that men who live in Illinois. and whose in-

YESTERDAY’S DEBATE IN THE HOUSE. 
The debate in the House of Representa- 
tives yesterday was spirited but profitiess. 
The interest consisted mainly in the united 
effort of the ex-Confederacy represented on 
the floor of Congress to corner and embar- 
rass Mr. Robeson, who spoke on behalf of 
the Republican resistance to the proposed 
joint rule governing the count of the Elect- 
oral vote. This effort failed. The ingenuity 
of the Southern leaders, aided by Mr. Cox, 
was not equal to the task of confusing the 
issue. Mr. Robeson’s ground for opposing the 
Morgan rule is more tenable than that taken 
by Mr. Keifer. He did not maintain that any 
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ts compared with. the neces- } 
means the

discretionary power is lodged by the terms of 


the Constitution in the hands of the Vice- 
President, but contended with greater force 
that any construction which would exclude 
the Vice-President from such discretion in 
counting the Presidential vote’ would cer- 
tainly exclude the two Houses of Congress, 
A bare quotation of the constituhonal pro- 
vision will serve to show this.

The direction rare given is purely minis- 
terial, whereas the rule proposed by the 
Democrats seeks to confer judicial authority 
upon Congress. 

Mr. Robeson, who is a clear speaker, a 
good lawyer, and a ready debater, defined 
the distinction between the legislative and 
judicial function in such manner that the 
Democrats, though unwilling to acknowl- 
edge it, could no longer intelligently combat 
or deny it. He admitted that Congress has 
the power by process of legislation to pro- 
vide a competent tribunal for passing upon 
disputes as to the Electoral votes, but de- 
nied that it has any authority to assume 
the judicial function itself in plain 
violation of the constituhonal require- 
ment that all “the judicial power of the 
United States shall be vested in one Supreme 
Coiirt and in such inferior courts as the Con- 
gress may from time to time ordain and es- 
tablish.““ He showed how in the absence of 
such tribunal the ministerial duty. of the 
Viee-President and of the two Houses of 
Congress as witnesses involved the accept- 
ance and counting of the Electoral votes 
upon the’ prima facie evidence of cor- 
rectness, as protected by the various 
safeguards which the law has pro- 
vided, and subject to’ such judicial review 
as the Constitution provides. He also 
pointed out that, even if the two Houses of 
Congress had the right to reject or affirm 
judicially the votes as returned, the rule as 
proposed would be an infraction of such 
right, since it would enable either one of the 
two Houses to exercise that power. 

The Republicans in the House are not in 
the attitude of resisting a proper settlement 
of the vexed question of counting the Elect- 
oral vote. They are opposing a proposition 
for an improper and unfair method of reach- 
ing a settlement. The whole question reyerts 
10 the position outlined in Tas Trisune of 
yesterday. The defect is in the Constitution, 
and can only be cured by a change in the or- 


. ganic law. Senator Morgan, who originated 


the rule now under discussion in the House, 
seems to admit this much, since he offered in 
the Senate yesterday a joint resolution pro- 
posing a constitutional amendment giving 
Congress the authority to establish rules 
and regulations for certifying, trans- 
mitting, receiving, and opening -Elec- 
toral votes, and for counting the same 
and declaring the result, subject only to the 
provision that no change in such laws shall 
be enacted within one year before the time 
fixed for the appointment of Electors in any 
State. The Democrats in the House will do 
well to adopt Senator Morgan’s advanced 
idea, rather than insist upon an immature 
scheme which he seems to have abandoned. 
If they fail to take this course they will soon 
forfeit all public confidence in their promise 
that the present session should be devoted to 
business to the exclusion of politics. 
A SENSIBLE TEMPERANCE MOVEMENT. 
A temperance meeting was held in Boston 
last week that promises to exert a healthy 
influence in curing the evil of intemperance, 
first, because it was attended by many of the 
ablest and most influential men in New 
England, and, second, because its action is 
based upon practical and common-sense ideas. 
This action is in the natufe of an experi- 
ment,—it might be called a Yankee notion, 
though the theory is not a new one. It has 
frequently been urged in the columns of Tue 
Trisunsk, and has been advocated by many 
temperance men who are not prohibitionists 
or teetotalers. At this meeting the Gov- 
ernor of the State presided, and the Boston 
Postmaster was one of the Vice-Presidents, 
while among the speakers were the Rev. Mr. 
Duryea, of Brooklyn, and the Rev. James 
Freeman Clarke. The general sentiment of 
the meeting was favorable to temperance 
rather than to total abstinence, and the Rev. 
Mr. Clarke gave expression to it in advo- 
cating temperance  saloons,—* brighter, 
warmer, pleasanter than the drinking saloons, 
—with pleasant music, coffee, lager-beer, 
rooms for smoking, reading-rooms, with en- 
tertaining lecturés and stereoscopic pictures.” 
In other words, Mr. Clarke’s saloon would 
be a saloon without whisky or other spiritu- 
ous liquors, and made otherwise attractive, 


q 


with pleasant reading, music, and popular 


entertainments. 


There can hardly bea doubt of the prac- 
tical success of temperance saloons of this 
kind, provided they are made attractive, nor 


is there any doubt that they would do a great 


work for temperance. The world would un- 
questionably be a great deal better off if 
there were no liquor in it, and, if that could 
be effected by prohibition, we should have no 
objection to that form of temperence crusad- 
ing; but prohibition has been tried long 
enough to show that it cannot be enforced by 
political machinery. That being the case,— 
and no one but an impracticable fanatic will 
dispute it,—the next duty is to try some 
thing of a pracfical kind that will antago- 
nize intemperance to the greatest pos- 
sible extent. The Boston temperance re- 
formers have hit upon the plan 
to reduce. if not to eradicate, the 


evil of whiskyirinking, It is the de- 


course is evil, and cannot be convinced of it. 
The case may be stated thus: One man out 
of ten drinks too much, and is on the road to 
the ruin of himself and his family. There- 
upon three out of the nine remaining, to 
cure this one, invade the rights of the other 
six who drink only mild beverages, and those 
temperately, and who ere not guilty of any 
crime against themselves, their families, or 
society. Thus the four teetotalers who seek 


to impose prohibition ou the tenth man Who 


drinks too much apply their rule to five 
temperate men who drink in moderation 
and mind their own business. By pursuing 
this intermeddling course the three prohibi- 
tionists array seven men against them. 

As prohibition will never be accepted, as it 
never yet has met with success except In iso- 
lated rural instances, and as there is a strong 
temperance feeling among the majority of 
people who do not carry drinking to excess, 
the prohibitionists ought to take this power- 
ful element into account, and, instead of an- 
tagonizing them and thereby thwarting their 
own purpose, they should join hands with 
them in a common effort, like thatso sensibly 
proposed in Boston. United in this way. they 
could accomplish an immense work in reduc- 
ing the evils of intemperance; So long, how- 
ever as they persist in their extreme policy 
of stopping one person from intoxication by 
saying to half a dozen others, who never get 
intoxicated, that they shall hot drink at all, 
not even beer and wines, then they must ex- 
pect their efforts to amount to nothing. 


THE CHINESE TREATY. 

The official text of the proposed treaty 
with China has not been received, but the 
general features ot it are well known. The 
Chinese Government was prepared to meet 
the American Commission more than half 
way in imposing restrictions upon the emi- 
gration of Chinese to the United States. The 
Fifteen-Passenger bill has been substantially 
putin the form of a treaty; and hereafter 
the representatives of the United States in 
China will have the hearty codperation of 
the native authorities in all efforts te check 
emigration. 

But the most interesting part of the treaty 
relates to the opium traffic. The American 
Commissioners, it is reported, agreed to an 
article which expressly prohibits. citizens of 
the United States from engaging in the 
Chinese opium trade. The treaty, there- 
fore, has the appearance of a com- 
promise, while in reality it partakes more 
of the nature of an exchange profitable to 
both sides. The Chinese Government does 
not wish its subjects to emigrate, but does 


desire to have the injurious trade in opium 


stopped; the United States do not wish any 
of their citizens to pander to the appetites of 
degraded Chinese, but do very much desire 
the exclusion of servile labor from the West- 
ern States and Territories. So each country 
cheerfully surrenders a privilege which it 
does not care to enjoy and gets in exchange a 
valuable exemption. 

The motives of the Chinese Government in 
including a stipulation against the opium 
trade in the new American treaty are not 
hard to understand. Such an agreement will 
give the Chinese an enormous leverage 
against Great Britain in further efforts for 
the regulation of the opium trade between 
British India and China. When the United 
States sets the example it will be difficult for 
Great Britain not to follow, or to justify its 
refusal so to do. 

The traffic in opium which Great Britain 
has authorized and encouraged in its indian 
dependencies is, and always has been, moral- 
ly indefensible. The English Government, 
though making greater pretensions to moral- 
ity than any other on earth, has never at- 
tempted to justify this infamous business ex- 
cept on the lowest economic grounds. It 
has said simply that the Indian Government 
could not be maintained withont it. The 
revenue derived from the exportation of 
opium from Calcutta to China amounts to 
nearly $50,000,000 annually. If opium should 
be shut out from China the Indian Govern- 
ment would be short this sum, and the deficit 
would have to be made good by the home 
Government. Great Britain has, therefore, 
maintained its right to force opium on China, 
and when the Government of the latter 
country attempted to prohibit absolutely the 
importation of opium England went to war 
about it, and carried the point. For the sake 
of its Indian Empire (which is a gorgeous 
and extravagant show, kept up to provide 
handsomely for genteel adventurers from 
the British Islands) England has engaged 
systematically in debauching the people of 
the Chinese Empire. The manufacture of 
opium in India is a Government monopoly, 
and the Government reaps the whole. bene- 
fit.of the trade with China. Nearly one- 
fourth of the entire Indian revenue is de- 
rived from this source. 

Before and during the War for the Union, 
British newspapers and public men con- 
stantly reproached the United States for 
maintaining the monstrous wrong of human 
slavery. Yet there was nothing in that insti- 
tution more abominable than the epium-trade 
which the Government of Great Britain 
directly engages in in India. The Govern- 
ment of the United States never owned any 
slaves, and those owned by its citizens have 
been freed. The Government of Great 
Britain is every year making slaves to an ap- 
petite the most dreadful and destroying of 
which the human race is capable. And this 
is done avowedly for so many millions of 
dollars a year, in the face ot an admission 
that it is contrary to the dictates of religion, 
honor, and humanity. 

It isto be hoped that the action of the 
United States in agreeing to an exclusion of 
its citizens from the opium trade will bring a 
moral pressure to bear upon Great Britain 
which it will be impossible for the latter 
country, sordid and covetous though it be, to 
resist. If this shall be done, the main object 
of the Chinese and American Commissioners 
in agreeing to this article of the treaty will 
undoubtedly be accomplished.

So borp have been the adulteraters of 
butter and cheese and so stupid the public 
that the former have utterly disregarded the 
law against their practice, and the latter had 
forgotten there was such a law until it was 
pointed out the other day in Tae TRIBUNE. 
Under the Illinois statute every man who 
sells any “ suine,” “ butterine,” “‘ oleomar- 
garine,” or adulterated cheese, knowing it to 
be such, without having it properly labeled, 
and without correctly informing the pur- 
chaser, is liable to criminal prosecution. The 
law is based upon that of England, which 
covers every article consumed for food and 
which can be adulterated. What is the rea- 
son that no complaints have been made be- 
fore the Grand Jury, and why have not the 
members of the Grand Jury themselves taken 
hold of this matter? The proof is abundant 
if they will only send after it. We republish 
the act for the benefit of the careless, sleepy, 
cheated, poisoned public, under which every 
one of the offenders can be brought to jus- 
tice. This law was enacted May 31, 1879, and 
went Into effect July 1 of 9 It 
is as follows:

RECOINING THE SILVER DOLLAR. 
The recommendations of the President and 
Secretary of the Treasury that thecoinage of 


the standard silver dollars be stopped, and 
that a new siiver dollar be coined containing 


forty-odd. grains more metal, don’t even 


The 
New York Times (goldite), commentimg on 
this proposition for the recoinage of the sil- 
ver dollars on hand, remarks: 


A sil- 
ver ar which is to be chan as the value of 
sitver changes will be only a stamped commod- 
ity, and an element of more or less confusion in 
the currency.

The best 
thing for Congress to do is to stop the coinage 
of silver now, and awaita more favorable time 
for — renewal of experiments, if any are to be 
made. 


The recommendation the President and 
Secretary should have made was a renewal 
of the Commission to confer with the Euro- 
pean Powers to establish a bimetallic ratio 
between silver and gold, and provide for an 
unlimited coinage of both metals by the 
whole International Union, and in the mean- 
while to let the American standard silver 
dollar alone, 

It was the partial demonetization of silver 
by Germany some years ago, the cessation of 
its coinage, and the throwing of some hun- 
dreds of millions of silver thalers on the 
London market that broke down the bullion 
value of that metal; and this action forced 
France and the Latin Union to cease coining 
silver flve-frane pieces, thus cutting off a 
market for silver in France, Italy, Belgium. 
and Switzerland. 

The German Government, after its war 
with France, undertook to establish a gold 
currency like England, and to throw out of 
circulation the four or five hundred millions 
of silver thalers in the German Empire. 
The attempted change of gold for silver has 
proven a failure. As fast as gold was coined 
and put in circulation it left Germany to pay 
balances of trade to France and other 
countries. Half or two-thirds of the old 
stock of silver has béen sold in London, and 
the gold received therefor has not remained 
in Deutchland, but gone abroad to pay for 
food and merchandise, 

The German Government has during the 
past year stopped its sales of silver, arid has 
been paying out for expenses a large amount 
of its hoard of silver thalers, which are thus 
again in circulation among the German peo- 
ple. For a year past Bismarck has been re- 
ceding from his former attitude on mono- 
metalism, and coming to the conclusion that 
a metallic currency of gold alone cannot be 
maintained in the Empire. It is believed 
that he is now about ripe for an Interna- 
tional Convention to establish bimetalism. 
The question has also been introduced into 
the French Parliament. . A eable dispatch 
says: 

In the Chamber of Deputies, De Soube 
pointed out the gravity of the monetary situa- 
tion, and asked what measures the Government 
intended tb take in view of 1 8 project of re- 
deeming her forced R agnin, Minister 
of Finance, acknowledged there was a diminu- 
tion of the stock of gold in consequence of the 
adverse balance of trade. He was prepared to 
endeavor to protect the cash in the nk of 
France by raising the rate of discount and put- 
ting in circulation bank-notes for amounts be- 
low 100 francs. De Soubeyran oined that it 
was more prudent to anticipate difficulties. He

gold, as after redemption it would be impossible 
to pay for cotton and wheat with American se- 
curities. He advised France to take the initia- 
tive for monetary negotiations with the United 
States and Germany. An agreement between 
the three Powers would render a signal service 
to commerce. 

If the German Empire, the Latin Union, 
and the United States of America would en- 
ter into an agreement to fix a bimetallic ratio, 
and to coin silver freely, it is more than likely 
that Great Britain would join them, as her 
interests would be enormously promoted 
thereby. The finances of her Indian Empire 
are sadly deranged on account of the depre- 
ciated price at which the silver money of 
that vast country is accepted in England in 
payment for goods and salaries of British 
oflicers serving in India. And England her- 
self Is being hard run to find gold for remit- 
tance to this country in payment 0 Ameri- 
can agricultural products, 

When the American 1 visited 
Europe two or three years ago to urge the 
adoption of an international monetary stand- 
ard Germany refused to be represented 
thereat, and England sneered; little Bel- 
gium scouted the idea, and even France 
acted coldly. But things have greatly 
changed since then; the losa of $200,000,000 
of gold and the prospect of a continued and 
indefinit drain of that metal to this country 
have opened the eyes of the European Gov- 
ernments, bankers, and traders to the neces- 
sity of putting silver on its old basis as money 
of commeree. Our President and Secretary 
have been asleep to this modification of opin- 
ion in Europe, or have disregarded it in their 
insane desire to banish silver from circula- 
tion. It is time for them to wake up and act. 
Neither.of them will live long enough to see 
silver again demonetized in this.country by 
act of Congress. 


Tue conflict of authority between the Chi- 
Commissioner of Public Works and the 
missioner of Health in the matter of the in- 
spection of the sewers is becoming a public 
scandal, and if something is not done soon may 
become a public calamity.

OUR CREDIT ABROAD. 
FLATTERING NOTICES OF ENGLISH PAPERS. 

Lonpox, Dec, 8.— Ten ders for £3,500,000

The success of the 
loan has strengthened the market for all 
first-class investments, but prices are some- 
what restrained by aramor that £500,000 in 
gold will be taken to-day or Thursday for 
New York, an operation which would render 
an advance of the bank rate on Thursday to 
3 per cent possible.“ 

THe “TIMES.” 

The London Times, in its financial article, 
says: “Tne finances of the United States 
may excite the envy not only of England 
butof Eutope.

Detroit Admitted to Membership 
in the Place of Cincin- 
nati. 


Important Changes in the League Con- 
stitution—No Hope for Expelled 
Players. 


‘Fieinstatements Ordered by the National 


Trotting Association. 


THE BASE-BALL LEAGUE. 
Spectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

New York, Dec. 8.—The annual business meet- 
ing of the Board of Directors of the National 
League of Professional Base- Bali Clubs was held 
to-day in the St. James Hotel. W. A. Hulbert, 
of the Chicago Ball Club, presided, and the other 
Directors present were A. H. Soden, of Boston: 
J. B. Sage, of Buffalo; and J. F. Evans, of Cleve- 
land. Thethampionship was awarded to the 
Chicago Bali Ciub, that orgavization having won 
a majority of the League scheduled games of 
last season. 

Repeated application havingbeen made to the 
Board in behalf of James A. Devlin, George Hail, 
and A. Nichols for the removai of the dis- 
abilities resulting from their expulsion from the 
League for alleged dishonest ball~playing, a res- 
olution was adopted to the effec t that the Board 
ot Direetors would never remit the penalties in- 
flicted on the men named, and that no appeals 
touching their cases would hereafter be enter- 
tained, 

Various reports relating to the finances of 
the Board and the schedule of games were sub- 
mitted, and N. RE. Young was reélected as Secre- 
tary and Treasurer for the ensuing year. After 
the Directors had adjourned, the following dele- 
gates to the annual meeting of the National 
League of Professional Base-Ball Clubs were 
called to order by the President, W. A. Hulbert: 
A. H. Soden and Harry Wright, of the Boston 
Club; J. H. Smith and James M. Moffat, of the 
Buffalo Association; A. G. Mills, of the Chicago 
Club; J. F. Evans, of the Cleveland Club; H. T. 
Root, of the Providence Association; and Free- 
man Brown, of the Worcester Ciub. 

Two delegates from the National Base-Ball 
Club of Washington, of which President-elect 
Garfield is an honorary member, presented cre- 
dentials and applied for the admission of that or- 
ganization to the League. The application was 
rejected after some discussion,on the ground 
that the geographical positionof Washington 
was not convenient enougt to admitof visita- 
tion by the other League Clubs. 

The Detroit Base- Ball Club was admitted to 
membership as a successor of the Cincinnati 
Club, which was withdrawn, and W. G. Thomp- 
son, of Detroit, took a seat as the delegate of the 
former organzauon. 

Several hours were spent in considering 
amendments to the Constitution. The changes 
adopted include the following: 

1. Professional managers are made amenable 
to the rules substantially to the same extent as 
players. 

2. The expulsion of umpires on equal grounds 
with players is provided for, and all cases in- 
volving the forfeiture of membership by a 
ciub, an umpire, a manager, or player are here- 
after tu be tried during thé playing season in- 
stead of being deferred until the annual meet- 
ing, as has been the rule up to the present time. 

3. Regulations governing schedule cham- 
pionship games, which were heretofore the 
subject of the special business agree- 
ment between the clubs of the League are now 
incorporated in the constitution. 

4. A distinction is drawn between the offenses 
for which players must be expelled and may be 
suspended by the ciubs. 

5. The numbers of penalties for which clubs 
may be expelied is increased to thirteen, includ- 
ing the seiling of beer or liquor on ciub grounds, 
or allowing open betting or pool-seliing thereon, 
playing ball on Sunday. or allowing other ciubs 
to so play, and failing to pay a visiting club its 
share of gate rece'pts. 

6. A special provision bas been added to the 
constitution relative to base- ball organizations 
known as League-Alliance clubs, which are 
bereafter to be recognized as honorary members 
of the National League of Professional Base- 
Bail Clubs, and to be entitled to all the priv- 
lleges ot the clubs constituting the regular 
membersdip of the body. A League-Alliance 
championship trop hy will be offered each year. 


The League-Alliance Clubs are, however, de- 


bared from participating in the schedule cham- 
pionsbip games, which are restricted to the eight 
professional clubs of the National League. 

Having thus amended the constitution, the 
delegates edjourned until to-morrow morning. 

While the was in session the delegates 
of the National Club, of Washington, and other 
professional players, informally discussed the 
question as to advisability of ferming a 
rival league. 

While the Troy Club was not re nted — 
day, a telegram was received from the dele 3 
Mr. Defreest, stating that he had unavoidably 
been detained at home, and would be present 
to-morrow.

THE CANE-GROWERS. 


Interesting Results Obtained from He- 


cent Experiments. 
Spectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribuna 
SPRINGFIELD, Lil., Dec. 8.—The second annual 
meeting of the Illinois State Cane-Growers' and 
Sugar-Makers’ Association began in the rooms 
of the Department of Agriculture at 10 a. m., 
and was called to order by Dr. Newberry, Secre- 
tary. In the absence of the President, Maj. Me- 
Dowell, of Chicago, proprietor of the South 


Elgin Sugar Works, was cailed to the chair, and 


the following committees appointed to propare 
business for the action of the Association; on 
Order of Business, Dr. Newberry, Maj. McDow- 
ell, and H. J. Emery; on Resolutions, M. L. 
Scoville, Jonathan Perriam, and O. C. Gibbs, 

Among those present who have been 
identified with the business of producing sugar 
from sorghum cane are J. J. Baldwin, Neoga, 
III.; H. J. Brown, Raceville, III.; B. J. Warren, 
Laclair, III.; John E. Frost, Galesburg, III.; E. 
Bivins, Argo, III.; McDowell, Chicago, III.; Rob- 
ert Carson, Ashland, III.; H. J. Emery, Chicago, 
III.: Jonathan Perriam, Chicago, III.; Dr. Wil- 
hela, Faribault, Minn.; M. T. Scofield, Indus- 
trial University, Champaign, III.; and many 
others. 

A fine display of sugars and sirups was on ex- 
hibition, there being a notable increase in the 
number of samples of dry sugars in comparison 
with sirups over any previous exhibition, show- 
ing that a substantial advance had been made 
in the last year. Maj. McDowell, from the Com- 
mittee on the Order of Business, reported the 
following topics for discussion: First, “ Season 
of Planting”; second, “Preparation of 
Ground: third, “Seed Varieties, and Where 
From; fourth, “ Planting Hills or Drills, Quan- 
tity of Seed to the Acre”; fifth, “ Cultivation "’; 
sixth, “ Harvesting, When; Condition of the 
Seed Strip or Top; seventh, * Would You Har- 


vest, as Wanted, to Work Up and Cut and Pile Up, | 
and in What Manner?”’; eighth, What Is the 


Treatment of the Juice?’ ninth, “ What Process 
of Manufacture: Open Pan or Vacuum, Fire or 
Steam; tenth, ** How Much Average Product of 
Cane to the Acre;” eleventh, * How Many Gai- 
lons of Sirup to the Ton”; tweifth, How Much 
Sugar Per Galion of Sirup’’; thirteenth, Cost of 
Production Per Acre of Cane; fourteenth, 
„Cost Per Gallon of Sirup.“ 

Mr. M. L. Scoville, of the State University, was 
elected Assistant Secretary. 

The order of business introduced by the Com- 
mittee was then adopted, and the members 
were called upon in turn to give their ex- 
perience upon the different points. 

At the afternoon session the consideration of 
the topics included in the order of business was 
resumed; the following being about the result 
of the testimony elicited: 

First—Season of planting; as soon as the 
ground is warm enough to insure a quick ger- 
mination of the seed. 

Second—Preparation of the ground; should be 
thoroughly pulverized and a fine seed-bed 


Third—V arieties of seed; for northern locali- 
ties like Minnesota, Wisconsin, and Northern 
Iowa the early amber; in more southern local- 
ties early amber for the earliest working, and 
the early orange. which ripens from three to 
four weeks later, for the latter working, thus ex- 
tending the length of the working season. 

Fourth—Method of planting; both hills and 
drills were advocated with a general expression 
in favor of drilling very thick in the row, using 
not less than three pounds of seed to the acre. 

Fifth—Cultivation; about the same as corn, 
except that it requires more care to keep clean 
when small. 

Sizth—Time for harvesting; experience and 
analysis of the juices show that it is richest in 
cane-sugar when the seed is hardening from the 
dough state. 

Seventh—Should it be cut only as wanted to 
grind, or cut and pile up? Testimony conflict- 
ing; those from Minnesota say there is no de- 
terioration when kept for weeks after cutting, if 
not frozen, In this State the general testimony 
is that it deteriorates in cane-sugar, which 
changes to grape-sugur if kept, after being cut, 
for any length of time. 

Eighth—Treatment of juice; all agree that the 
acid of the cane shuuld be neutralized by using 
milk of lime in the juice heated from 180 to 200 
degrees, and the defected juice then reduced to 
sirup as rapidly as possible. If the boiling is 
slow and long-continued, the cane-sugar inverts 
or changes to grape-sugar. 

Ninth—Process of manufacturing—Should the 
evaporation be by fire or steam; equally good 
results are obtained by either method, rapid 
evaporstion alone heing essential. 

Tenth—W hat ameunt of cane can be produced 
per acre. This varies with the season, condition 
of the soil, and method of cultivation, but will 
vary from ten to tifteen tons. 

Eleventh—How many gallons of sirup can be 
produced per acre? This varies greatly, reports 
running all the way from 60 to 200 gallons. ith 

soil and cultivation an average of 150 gal- 


‘lons per acre can be relied upon. 


Twelfth—What is the cost of producing cane 
racre in comparison with corn, the cane to 
delivered at the mill ready for grinding, and 
rn harvested, shelied, and hauled an equal 
distance to market? About the same; perhaps 
a little more for the cane. 

Th nth—Number of po@nds of sugar from 
each galion of sirup; three to nine pounds. Of 
this more bere r. 

Fourteenth of making sirup per gallon; 
12% to 18 cents, according to kind and capacity 
of works. 

Fifteenth—V alue of seed; all agree that it is 
valuable for feed for stock. Many claim that it 
is equal to its weight in coro. An analysis which 
will de given will, however, show that it is not 
the equal ef corn. Most, however, admit that it 
will pay for the labor of planting and cultivat- 

the crop. 

Sixteenth — Length of manufacturing season; 
with the early orange to follow the eariy amber, 
the season can be extended from sixty to ninety

The Peoria Pool Again Before the 
Aebitration Board. 


Probable Consolidation of the North- 
western and St. Paul & 
Omaha. 


THE PEORIA POOL. 

The Chicago, Pekin & Southwestern Railroad, 
through General Freight Agent Gantt, has made 
another appeal to Charles Francis Adams, Jr., 
Chairman of the Trunk Line Board of Arbitra- 
tion, for a rehearing of its application for an in- 
crease of percentage in the business of the Peo- 
ria pool. The first application, as already re- 
ported in THz TRIBUNE, was decided adversely 
by the arbitrators, and the Company was told 
that it could leave the pool if it was not satisfied 
with the decision. The Company, however, 
seems to be reluctant to take that step before 
every means to bring about a satisfactory ar- 
gument had been exhaustedg The new ar- 
gument just submitted by Mr. Gantt is a very 
lengthy and exhaustive one, presenting 
new facts and figures to prove that his road is 
entitled to a much larger percentage than it has 
been awarded under the old agreement. In pre- 
senting this claim, Mr. Gantt says he is aware

CarcaGco, Dec. 8.—In his note to THe TRIBUNE 
this morning “Caution” states correctly the 
point of the case against the Northwestern man- 
agers in relation to the accident at Cary.

Wheeler says they “will have no further use 
for the services of the engineer of the wrecked 
train.” Will they have further use for the serv- 
ices of the official who directed the running of a 
train thirty miles an hour only four minutes be- 
hind another train? Suppose circumstances 
slightly different, but not improbable,—a bro- 
ken rail, an overturned engine and ba e- 
car, disabled train men,—who is to noti 
passengers, in the confusion, of the approach- 
ing danger, of which they are unconscious, and 
got them out of the cars in time? Would there 
then be any doubt where the responsibility lay? 

I don’t know the engineer, and am not writing 
in his defense; but surely he has enough to bear 
without having to shoulder all the blame. He 
loses his ition, his dependence for a liveli- 
hood. He loses, also, his reputation for careful- 
ness,—built up, most likely, by years of pains- 
taking,—and his prospects of another place. He 
must suffer enough, if at all sensitive, without 
this effort of a grent corporation to put on him 
all the condemnation of the community, when 
some one else is, at least partially. to blame. I 
don't believe he would make the same mistake 
again, and, for one, I would as soon trust myseif 
with him as with many others who so far, by 
good luck, have esca serious accidents.
